To such an extent has 
this habit been followed, and the re- 
BUjlta of it having been so inconse- 
quential, that the public has lost taith 
In the- whole investigation scheme. 


The coal industry has already been 


Investigated tiaies without number, 
tooth by the Federal Trado Commls- 
alon and by committees of, the House 
»nd Senate. The Labor Committee of 
the present House is now engaged 
conducting such an inquiry, presum- 
ably for the purpose °t obtaining In- 
formation about Uie strike, but actu- 
ally to create sentiment In favor of the 
Bland BUI and to manufacture cam- 
paign matorlat Jor a lot of Congress- 
men who have grave fears of their 
ability to hoodwink the voters Into 
returning them for ano'ther term. The 
Bland Bill has been f tamed by a mem- 
ber of this commitloe for tho purpose 
of electing a wholly new :nstrumen 
of Inquisition to be known as the 
"Coal Investigation Agency," -with an 
official life of two years during which 
Tat jobo wil! bo provided a Iarg8 staff 
of Investigators, assistant investiga- 
tors and clerks to both. 


The investigation by rtie House 1*- 


Wp Committee has been conducted 
-with »uch partiality to the labor side 
of tho coal controversy, and with so 
manifest an effort to bolster up sup- 
port for tie Bland Dill, that the find- 
ings of the committee will bo wlth,ou'l 
value as representing a comprehen- 
sive and thorough Irwiulry into the 
ba»ic facts of tho Industry.
